War, the Franco-Prussian and Zulu wars, and in his accounts 
of later international events. Much that makes slight appeal 
to American readers is included and the work is too expensive 
for its value, but the chapters in volume two covering Russell’s 
meeting with Lincoln, Seward, Davis and other men of the 
time, with their keen comments on both North and South, are 
of interest as the opinions of an open-minded, observant En- 
glish visitor. Illustrations from contemporary sketches, some 
by Russell, list of his works (18 titles) and index.

travel, inns, money—and in the description of Christian and 
Mohammedan Europe as travelers found them. A keen enjoy- 
ment of his subject, a fluent style and a whimsical humor give 
the book a unique flavor and a high degree of readableness.

The style 
is clear and readable, the breadth of view noticeable. As a 
whole, the book will be useful to the reader having some pre- 
vious knowledge, rather than to the beginner. 

This series is planned to supply brief, readable and authori- 
tative works on all subjects of general interest in history, lit- 
erature, art, science, sociology, philosophy and religion. Each 
volume aims not only to furnish information but to stimulate 
to farther reading, and a brief list of suggested books is given, 
usually with comment. The English and American series are 
not identical. Some titles are added in this country that are not 
issued in England, and vice versa. Changes, varying from 
words to whole chapters, are made in the American editions of 
the English works, to adapt them to American readers. The 
English volumes are smaller, printed on poor paper, with nar- 
row margins, and very inadequately bound in thin boards. 
The American edition is the better investment for libraries, 
despite the higher price.
